SKANEATELES WATER. 


T he city o f Syracu se desires to o btain its 
w ater su pply fro m Skaneatcles lake, which is 
an im po rtant feeder o f the Erie canal. 
The 
pro ject alarm ed Bu ffalo , to which city the 
canal is an institu tio n o f v ital im po rtance, 
and A tto rney General Tabo r, *v ho liv es in 
that cit}', was asked fo r an o pinio n o n the su b­ 
ject, 
T he su bstance o f bis decisio n was that 
the lake belo ngs to the state, as ev erybo dy 
knew befo re that it did. 
This, it appears, 
was su fficient to make Bu ffalo happy, fo r we 
read in the D a ily News o f that city the fo l­ 
lo w ing paragraph: 


The co ntro v ersy o v er the Syracu se water bill is 
practically a t an end; the Atto rney-General has de­ 
cided the measu re to take the Skau eateles feeder fo r 
o ther than canal pu rpo ses to be u nco nstitu tio nal. 


A nd yet we are assu red by the Ro chester 
Un io n that Bu ffalo is no t happy at all, fo r it 
declares that “ there is jo y in Syracu se and 
grief in Bu ffalo !" It says the decisio n o f the 
A tto rney General is against Bu ffalo . 
This is 
the U n io n ’s 
v ersio n o f the decisio n: 


After qu o ting the reso lu tio n o f inqu iry, he says it 
*‘ assu mes " that Skaneateles Lake is a part o f the 
canal system o f the state, and that its " assu mp­ 
tio n " is based u po n certain actio ns o f the Canal 
Bo ard taken in pu rsu ance, no t o f the co nstitu tio n, 
bu t o f statu te law, appro priating Skaneateles Lake 
and its Ou tlet “ to the u se o f the pu blic fo r a reser­ 
v o ir and feeder to the Erie canal." He then cites 
the fact that in 1832 this identical qu estio n aro se, 
aDd 
the 
then 
Atto rney 
General, 
Lev i 
S. 
Chatfield, 
adv ised 
the 
Cenal 
Bo ard 
that 
the state had title to “o nly so mu ch o f said waters 
as are needed-fo r canal pu rpo ses, and no t to all the 
waters o f the lake.” This o pinio n Atto rney General 
Tabo r ho lds to be so u nd, and he therefo re adv ises 
the Assembly, that while the state lias an u ndo u bt­ 
ed right to the waters o f Skaneateles Lake and Ou t­ 
let fo r canal pu rpo ses, it has also an equ ally clear 
right to au tho rize by law the u se o f su ch po rtio n o f 
th at w ater o s it do es no t requ ire fo r canal pu rpo ses 
by perso ns o r co rpo ratio ns. 


W hile wc are to o far away fro m Skaneat­ 
cles lake and Syracu se to feel any lo cal in ­ 
terest in this co ntro v ersy, 
and while we 
realize that it wo u ld be a state calam ity fo r the 
E rie canal to dry u p, wc co m prehend also the 
m agnitu de o f the disaster if Syracu se sho u ld 
be blo tted o u t o r its peo ple die o f thirst o r 
po iso n 
fo r lack o f pu re and abu ndant drink­ 
ing w ater. 
It is to be ho ped, therefo re, that 
a tho ro u gh test will lie made o f the capacity 
o f the lake to supply bo th the canal and the 
city . 
Skaneateles lake is o n a v ery high lev el, 
and the pressure wo uld be sufficient fo r any 
part o f Sy racuse. 
But this is no t its highest 
reco mmendatio n. 
It is surro unded by a 
rural regio n and bo rdered with farms aud 
wo o ds. 
There is no t a city o r co nsiderable 
Village 
upo n 
its 
banks 
to defile 
its 
waters w ith sewage and o ther impurities. 
This sho uld make the state v ery to lerant o f 
the schem e o f Sy racuse. 
A ny so rt o f water 
w ill do fo r canal water, but the highest in 
terests o f the Btate demand that the peo ple 


» hall be permitted to drink that water which 
s purest. 
W e seco nd the su ggestio n o f the Un io n 
that the Legislatu re “ at o nce pass an act per 
m itting Syracu sans to drink the su rplu s wa 
ter o f Skaneateles lake and o u tlet with the 
same freedo m that Bu ffalo nians are allo wed 
to slake their thirst with the su rplu s water o f 
Lake Erie and Niagara riv er.” 


N O T A P A R T Y ISSUE. 


In Massachu setts the Pro hibitio n Issu e is 
u pperm o st at present, and will co ntinu e to be 
so u ntil the decisio n is rendered by the peo ple 
next week. 
A rem ark by Ho n. Jo hn W ana 
m aker in his Su nday scho o l a sho rt time since 
cau sed Demo cratic papers to start the cry 
that the Repu blican party was co m m itted to 
Pro hibitio n. 
Bu t Mr. W annm aker was no t 
appealing to Repu blicans; he was o nly ex 
pressing Ins indiv idu al v iews to his Su nday 
scho o l class. 
In Pennsylv ania a m ajo rity o f 
the Repu blican 'new spapers are adv o eatin 
the present high license system in preference 
to Pro hibitio n, while qu ite a large mimlier o f 
Demo crats are ranging them selv eso n the side 
o f Pro hibitio n. 
Bu t if it is no t a party qu estio n in Pennsyl 
v ania, mu ch less can it be claim ed to be in 
M assachu setts. Thu s Senato r H o ar has taken 
the stu m p fo r Pro hibitio n, 
while Ju dge 
Elienezer Ro ckwo o d Ho ar, w ho was o ne o f 
the o riginal members o f President G rant’s 
Cabinet, is o ppo sing it w ith equ al earnest 
ness. 
Rev . E dw ard Ev erett H ale is o n the 
Pro hibitio nist side, and Rev . Phillips Bro o ks 
o n the o ther. 
There is no disagreement 
am o ng these gentlemen co ncerning the neces 
sity o f restricting the liqu o r traffic. 
All are 
alike lo o king fo r that which appears to them 
to pro mise the best resu lts to so ciety and the 
state. 
And it will hardly be co ntended that 
the co u rse o f Dr. Hale co m m its the Repu bli 
can party to Pro hibitio n, o r that Dr. Bro o ks 
is co m m itting the Demo cratic party against 
it. 
Dr. Hale is in fav o r o f Pro hibitio n be 
cau se lie believ es that in a law abiding state 
like Massachu setts it can be m ade to pro hibit 
Dr. Bro o ks is o ppo sed to it becau se it has no t 
pro v ed o f practical v alu e in o ther states that 
hav e tried it, while high license is w o rking 
satisfacto ry resu lts wherev er it has been eu 
acted. 
So me hypo crites and cranks will v o te 
w ith Dr. Hale and Senato r Ho ar, and a go o d 
m any bu m m ers and div e-keepers will v o te 
with Dr. Bro o ks and Ju dge H o ar. 
Bu t 
will hardly lie said o f the Ju dge and the lib 
eral preacher that they are hypo crites and 
cranks, o r o f the Ju dge and the great refo rm 
preacher that they are bu m m ers and div e 
keepers.)

o f New Yo rk next week it wo u ld be carried 
by an o v erwhelm ing m ajo rity becau se Dav id 
B. Hill stands squ arely in the way o f re 
fo rm ing o u r license system. 
W e arc go ing to 
get Pro hibitio n next year, no t becau se the 
Repu blican party prefer it, bu t becau se Mr 
Hill canno t v eto it.

A DOMESTIC QUESTION. 
Dyspepsia caused by downright, criminal igno­ 
rance in the affairs of cooking is the cause of more 
evil “ materially and morally” than the drink habit. 
Women naturally Uke to reform men. Perhaps that 
accounts for the reason that intemperance looks to 
be a bigger sin in their eyes than the ignorance of 
cooking. Bad cooking produces a drink craving.— 
A uburn Advertiser. 
There is a good deal of truth in this state­ 
ment. One poor fellow of this city who used 
to get up several hours earlier than his wife 
and go to his work with only a cup of cold 
tea and a chunk of breiul for breakfast, told 
a friend that he found a glass of beer in the 
morning very strengthening. 
He did his 
forenoon’s work sustained by repeated pota­ 
tions of beer, and at noon obtained a whole­ 
some dinner prepared by his wife, who had 
i n't he meantime overcome her sleepiness. This 
man has since “ gone to the dogs,” and his 
family are having as hard a time to get one 
square meal a day as he used to have in get­ 
ting his breakfast. It is a fearful penalty 
that the woman is paying for her laziuess, 
but pity for her condition is likely to be miti­ 
gated by au understanding of the facts thut 
led up to it. 
It may justly be said on the other side, 
however, that many wives of poor men have 
a hard time of it. Housekeeping duties are 
so multifarious and so exacting of constant 
attention, especially where there are small 
children to lie cared for, that the phrase “ a 
woman’s work is never done,” has passed 
into a truism. Many such families are living 
on incomes too small to support “ help,” and 
many a wife after a few experiences disdains 
this “ help ” even if it can be afforded. Then 
coines U) the husband a serious question of 
duty. Has he a right to take his ease, while 
his wife toils? 
Is he justified in 
lying abed while she rises and prepares 
breakfast, or in spending his evenings over 
the newspaper and pipe while she toils far 
into the night over the soiled crockery or the 
children’s abraded clothing? Has he a right 
to satisfy his conscience with having earned 
the income on which his family lives, and 
hence to go out at evening and tell stories at 
the grocery, knowing all the time that lie 
would starve if his wife ended her day’s 
work at the same hour? Would it not be 
lietter for him to learn how to perform a few 
domestic duties, at least the one of preparing 
his own and his family’s breakfast? He can 
do this almost as cheaply, and with but little 
more labor and loss of time than 
is required to run into the saloon 
for 
beer 
two 
or 
three 
times 
the forenoon. The beginning of such a career 
of duty looks to a man like a tremendous sac­ 
rifice, but it will become easier when he looks 
at in the light of the mutual obligations that 
rest between himself aid wife to bear one 
another’s burdens. Manhood should pride 
itself on being morally as strong as woman­ 
hood. To sink one’s moral and spiritual level 
because the wife at home is forced through 
sickness or overwork to sink to a depressed 
physical level is degrading and without ex 
cuse. The man who has health and strength 
to prepare his own food, and the home in 
which to cook it, is a fool to go around 
among the saloons swilling beer because his 
breakfast was not prepared for him while he 
indulged in an extra morning nap. It will l>e 
worse for him as well as for his family if he 
does so, than if lie had contented himself 
with a quick and simple breakfast, prepared 
by his own hands. 
A good deal of cant and nonsense has been 
preached to women about making homes at 
tractive to their weary husbands. The man 
to whom the plainest home does not offer 
stronger attractions than the saloon is not 
worthy of sympathy. There is something 
morally rotten about such a man. and a good 
woman would be justified in taking a little 
rest and refusing to wear herself out for him 
The home that suffices to hold the wife to 
strict duty 24 hours a day is good enough for 
the husband who is required only to spend 
his mornings, eveDings and nights there.

We second the suggestion of the Union, 
that the Legislature “ at once pass an ac4 per­ 
mitting Syracusans to drink the surplus wa­ 
ter of Skancateles lake and outlet with the 
same freedom that Buffalonians are allowed 
to slake their thirst with the surplus water of 
Lake Erie and Niagara river.” 
NOT A PARTY ISSUE. 
In Massachusetts the Prohibition issue is 
uppermost at present, and will continue to be 
so until the decision is rendered by the people 
next week. A remark by Hon. John Wana- 
maker in his Sunday school a short time since 
caused Democratic papers to start the cry 
that the Republican party was committed to 
Prohibition. But Mr. Wanamaker was not 
appealing to Republicans; he was only ex­ 
pressing his individual views to his Sunday 
school class. In Pennsylvania a majority of 
the Republican 'newspapers are advocating 
the present high license system in preference 
to Prohibition, while quite a large manlier of 
Democrats are ranging them selveson the side 
of Prohibition. 
But if it is not a party question in Pennsyl­ 
vania, much less can it be claimed to l>e in 
Massachusetts. Thus Senator Hoar has taken 
the stump for Prohibition, while Judge 
Elienezer Rockwood Hoar, who was one of 
the original members of President Grant’s 
Cabinet, is opposing it with equal earnest­ 
ness. Rev. Edward Everett Hale is on the 
Prohibitionist side, and Rev. Phillips Brooks 
on the other. There is no disagreement 
tmong these gentlemeu concerning the neces 
sity of restricting the liquor traffic. All are 
alike looking for that which appears to them 
to promise the best results to society and the 
state. And it will hardly be contended that 
the course of I)r. Hale commits the Republi­ 
can party to Prohibition, or that Dr. Brooks 
is committing the Democratic party against 
it. Dr. Hale is in favor of Prohibition be­ 
cause he believes that in a law abiding state 
like Massachusetts it can be made to prohibit. 
Dr. Brooks is opposed to it because it has not 
proved of practical value in other states that 
have tried it, while high license is working 
satisfactory results wherever it has been en­ 
acted. Some hypocrites and cranks will vote 
with Dr. Hale and Senator Hoar, and a good 
many bummers and dive-keepers will vote 
with I)r. Brooks and Judge Hoar. But it 
will hardly be said of the Judge and the lib­ 
eral preacher that they are hypocrites and 
cranks, or of the Judge and the great reform 
preacher that they are bummers and dive- 
keepers.! 
Prohibition is not likely to win in Massa­ 
chusetts next week because the people, liav 
ing chosen a Republican Governor and Leg­ 
islature, are permitted access to something 
that pleases the great majority better. But 
if prohibition were submitted to the people 
of New York next week it would be carried 
by an overwhelming majority because David 
B. Hill stands squarely in the way of re 
forming our license system. We arc going to 
get Prohibition next year, not because the 
Republican party prefer it, but because Mr. 
Hill cannot veto it.

The city of Syracuse desires to obtain its 
water supply from Skancateles lake, which is 
an important feeder of the Erie canal. The 
project alarmed Buffalo, to which city the 
canal is an institution of vital importance 
and Attorney General Tabor, *vho lives iu 
that city, was asked for an opinion on the sub 
ject, The substance of bis decision was that 
the lake belongs to the state, as everybody 
knew before that it did. This, it appears 
was sufficient fo make Buffalo happy, for we 
read in the Daily News of that city the fo 
lowing paragraph: 
The controversy over the Syracuse water bill 
practically at an end; the Attorney-General has de­ 
cided the measure to take the Skaneateles feeder for 
other than canal purpose» to be unconstitutional 
And yet we are assured by the Rochester 
Union that Buffalo is not huppy at all, for it 
declares that “ there is joy in Syracuse and 
grief in Buffalo!” It says the decision of the 
Attorney General is against Buffalo. This is 
the Union’s version of the decision: 
After quoting the resolution of inquiry, be says it 
" assumes ” that Skaneateles Lake is a part of the 
canal system of the state, and that its “ assump­ 
tion " is based upon certain actions of the Canal 
Board taken in pursuance, not of the constitution, 
but of statute law, appropriating Skaneateles lake 
and its Outlet ” to the use of the public for a reser­ 
voir and feeder to the Erie canaf." He then cites 
the fact that in 1852 this identical question arose, 
and 
the then 
Attorney General, Levi 8. 
Chatfleld, advised 
the 
Cuñal Board that 
the state had title to "only so much of said waters 
as are needed" for canal purposes, and not to all the 
waters of the lake.” This opinion Attorney General 
Tabor holds to be sound, and he therefore advises 
the Assembly, that while the stace has an undoubt­ 
ed right to tne waters of Skaneateles Lake and Out­ 
let for canal purposes, it has also an equally clear 
right to authorize by law the use of such portion of 
that water as it does not require for canal purposes 
by persons or corporations. 
While wc are too far away from Skaneat­ 
eles lake and Syracuse to feel any local in­ 
terest in this controversy, and while we 
realize that it would be a state calamity for the 
Eric canal to dry up, we comprehend also the 
magnitude of the disaster if Syracuse should 
be blotted out or its people die of thirst or 
poison for lack of pure and abundant drink­ 
ing water. It is to l>e hoped, therefore, that 
a thorough test will be made of the capacity 
of the lake to supply both the canal and the 
city. 
Skancateles lake is on a very high level, 
and the pressure would be sufficient for any 
part of Syracuse. But this is not its highest 
recommendation. It is surrounded by a 
rural region and bordered with farms and 
woods. There is not a city or considerable 
Village upon its banks to defile its 
waters with sewage and other impurities. 
This should make the state very tolerant of 
the scheme of Syracuse. Any sort of water 
will do for canal water, but the highest in 
tereats of the state demand that the people

The streets of Ar­ 
kansas City are filled with men, each one of 
whom is t> walking arsenal. Every man re­ 
gards his neighbor with distrust, aqd even the 
most peaceably inclined liave apparently 
deemed it essential to 1 heir protection to put 
on the most swaggering alid warlike air pos­ 
sible. Everybody that arrives here and tnkes 
in the warlike appearance of Ihe surround­ 
ings, begins straightway to look out for the 
authorities, and most well-disposed settlers 
are alarmed to hear that in Oklahoma 
there is scarcely any law other than

The First Senio r Grand Warden o f the 
Graud Lo dge o f New-Yo rk was J. Sudho lme 
Bro wnrigg [this was in 1781]; he was an o ffi­ 
cer in the British Army, statio ned here at that 
time, and, as a curio us co incidence, General 
Bro wiiriffg, an o fficer in the British Army in 
Great Britain, and a grandso n o f New-Yo rk’s 
first Senio r Grand Warden, is no w Senio r 
Grand Warden o f the present Grand Lo dge 
o f England. 
Ro bert R. Livingsto n, elected 
in 1775, was fo r 16 co nsecutive years the 
Grand Master o f the Grand Lo dge o f New- 
Yo rk and Chancello r o f the State o f New- 
Yo rk. 
Jaco b Mo rto n succeeded him in 1801, 
and was in turn succeeded by DeWitt Clinto n 
in 1806. 
The latter was well kno wn, was 
Mayo r o f New-Yo rk, Go verno r o f the State, 
and famed as the pro jecto r o f the Erie Canal, 
which was his cherished life wo rk. 
DeWitt 
Clinto n was Grand Master fo r 14 years, and 
finally gave way to Daniel 1). To mpkins, af­ 
terward Go verno r o f the Stale and Vice-Pres­ 
ident o f the United Slates.

ARRESTED CHARGED 
WITH PASSING 


COUNTERFEIT FIVE-CENT PIECES. 


U nited Staten S (* m S * h lce D etective* In

Thit afternoon W. J. McManus. Matthew 
F. Griffin and William F. Volk, of New- 
York, detectives in the employ of the United 
States Secret Service, arrested men named 
Chester Collins and Frederick Brodbeck, at 
Eddyville, on a charge of counterfeiting. The 
facts as learned from the detectives arc as 
follows: 
DI8COVKRKD IN CIRCULATION. 
Recently bogus five cent pieces were dis­ 
covered to bo in circulation at points along 
the Lehigh and Delaware & 4Hudson Canals. 
The United States Secret Service was noti­ 
fied, and Detectives McManus, Griffin and 
Volk were detailed to “ run down"' the coun­ 
terfeiters. The bogus money was spent lavish­ 
ly, and unwary store keepers at many places 
along the Canals accepted much of the coin. 
FOLLOWING A CLUE. 
At Chester, Pa., much of the spurious 
money was Sjieiit. Here a description of two 
boatmen, who, it was alleged, had passed 
many five cent pieces, was obtained, and the 
detectives followed the tow-path toward Ed 
dyville. 
SCHEME WORKED WELL. 
At Connelly & Shaffer’s cement mill, Ed 
dyville, the boats W. S. Foster and Jacob 
Sinn were discharging cargoes of coal, ves 
‘.erday. A young man applied to one of the 
captains for work, lie remained about the 
place all day. Last night he disappeared 
This morning he again visited the boats 
Later on two other strangers appeared. They 
accused the young man with having 
stolen certain articles, and asked the Captains 
for permission to search the boats. This 
privilege was accorded them, and the scheme 
worked well. The young man who was ac 
cused of theft was Detective Griffin. The 
other two strangers were Detectives McManus 
and Volk. 
ARRESTS MADE. 
Concealed in the boat W. S. Foster.Captain 
Brodbeck, were found about $70 worth of 
counterfeit tive-cent nickels, together with 
dies, and other tools used for making bogus 
money. The men were arrested. 
AN EXCELLENT IMITATION. 
The nickels are an excellent imitation of 
the genuine ones. Aside from a black up 
pearance, and the fact that the inscriptions 
are rather light, it would require a critical 
eve to distinguish the genuine from the bogus 
WHAT DETECTIVE STATED. 
One of the detectives stated that Brodbeck 
was arrested in Albany last summer on 
similar charge, but as there was insufficient 
evidence of his guilt he was discharged. 
TAKEN TO NEW-YORK. 
Collins and Brodbeck were taken to New 
York City this afternoon on the 2:45 Central 
Hudson River Railroad train. They will tie 
arraigned before Commissioner Shields to 
morrow. 
WHO THE MEN ARE. 
Brodlieck. it was stated, lives in Buffalo 
and is the owner of two Western Canal boats, 
He is also said to tie married, and has severa 
children. Collins claims a residence in New 
York City. He is the owner of the boat 
Jacob Sinn. Both men are aliout 35 years of 
age. 
EXCITEM ENT IN PORT-EW EN. 
At about 1 o’clock this morning, Seward 
Ellsworth, of Port Ewen, who was watching 
beside bis wife, who is ill, looked out of a 
window and saw two men standing on the 
opposite side of the street in front of Hotaling 
VanVliet’s butcher shop. The u:eu acted in 
a suspicious manner, and Ellsworth resolved 
to watch them. In a few minutcshe saw one 
of the men descend a hill nearby. In a short 
time he returned, but was minus his hat, coat 
and shoes. The man entered the shop by way 
of the cellar, while his confederate kept watch. 
Ellsworth calied his brother, who in turn 
aroused Edward Acker, who fives in the same 
house, and the three men crossed the street 
and asked the man on the walk what he was 
doing there. “ What in 
do you want, to 
know for?” answered the stranger. The 
fellow in the shop hearing the noise outside, 
clambered out of a window and the two made 
their escape, followed by the three men.

TH E FIRST SENIOR GRAND WARDEN 
Of th e G rand Lodge of New-York was 
B ritish A rm y Officer. 
(From the New-York Times.] 
The First Senior Grand Wardeu of the 
Grand Lodge of New-York was J.Sudholme 
Brownrigg [this was in 1781]; lie was an olli- 
cer in the British Army, stationed here at that 
time, and, as a curious coincidence, General 
Browuriirg, an otlicer in the British Army in 
Great Britain, and a grandson of New-York’s 
first Senior Grand Warden, is now Senior 
Grand Warden of the present Grand Lodge 
of England. Roliert R. Livingston, elected 
in 1775, was for 16 consecutive years the 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New- 
York and Chancellor of the State of New- 
York. Jacob Morton succeeded him in 1801, 
and was in turn succeeded by DeWilt Clinton 
in 1806. The latter was well known, was 
Mayor of New-York, Governor of the State, 
and famed as the projector of the Erie Canal, 
which was his cherished life work. DeWitt 
Clinton was Grand Master for 14 years, and 
finally gave way to Daniel 1). Tompkins, af­ 
terward Governor of the State and Vice-Pres­ 
ident of the United Slates. Stephen Vun- 
Rensselaer, one of the old “ patroons,” was 
Grand Master from 1825 to 1830, in which 
year lie was succeeded by General Morgan 
Lewis, also a Governor of the State of New- 
York.

T he city of Syracuse desires to obtain it 
w ater supply from Skaneateles lake, which is 
an important feeder of the Erie canal.

project alarmed Buffalo, to which city the 
canal is an institution o f vital importance 
aud Attorney General Tabor, w ho lives iu 
that city, was asked for an opinion on the sub­ 
ject. 
T he substance o f bis decision w as that 
the lake belongs to the state, as everytssly 
knew lwfore that it did. 
T his, it appears 
was sufficient to make Buffalo happy, for we 
read in the D a ily Nnr* of that city the foi 
low in g (Himgraph: 


The controversy over the Syracuse w ater lull is 
practically at an en<l; the A ttorney -General bas de 
elded the m easure to take the Skaneateles feeder for 
oth er th an canal purpose# to be unconstitutional. 


A nd yet w e are assured by the Hoehesb 
U nion that Buffalo is not huppy at all, for it 
declare* that “ there ia joy iii Syracuse and 
grief in Buffalo!" It says the decision o f the 
A ttorney General is against Buffalo. 
T his is 
the Union’* version of the derision: 


A fter quoting the resolution of Inquiry, be says It 
** assume* " th a t Skaneateles I .uke I* a part of the 
canal system of the state, amt that IU “ as*um o­ 
tion " is based upon certain actions of the Canal 
Board taken in pursuance, not of the const It ut ion, 
but of statute law, appropriating Skaneateles I-ake 
and IU Outlet “ to tbs use of the public for a reser 
voir and feeder to the Erie canal." 
He then cites 
the fact th at in ISM Ibis identical question arose, 
and

advised 
the 
Canal 
Board 
that 
the state had title to “ only so m uch of said w aters 
as are needed- for canal purposes, and not to all the 
w aters of the lake.” This opinion A ttorney G eneral 
Tabor holds to tie sound, and bs therefore advises 
the Assem bly, th at while the state bas an undoubt­ 
ed rig h t to the w aters of Skaneateles Lake anil O ut­ 
let fur canal purposes, It bas aL o an equally clear 
rig h t to authorise by law the use of such portion of 
th a t w ater as it dues not require for canal purposes 
by persons or corporations. 


W hile we ire loo far aw ay from Skaneat­ 
eles lake and Syracuae to feel any local in­ 
terest in this controversy, 
and 
while we 
realize that it w ould be a state calam ity for the 
EHe canal to dry up, we comprehend also the 
m agnitude o f the disaster if Hyracuse should 
be blotted out or its people die of thirst or 
poison for lack o f purr and abundant drink­ 
in g water. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
a thorough test will be made o f the rapacity 
of the lake to supply both the canal and the 
city. 
Skaneateles lake is on a very high level, 
and the prevail re would be sufficient for any 
part of Syracuse. 
B ut this is not its highest 
recommendation. It I* surrounded by a 
rural region and bordered with farms aud 
woof Is.

TM a should make the state very tolerant of 
tike scheme of Syracuse. 
A n y sort of water

that the Legislature “ at once pass an act per­ 
m itting S y r a c u se* to drink the surplus w a­ 
ter o f Skaneateles lake anti outlet with the 
same freedom that Buffalonians are allowed 
to slake their thirst with the surplus water of 
Lake Erie and Niagara river.” 


S O T A P A ST Y ISSUE. 


In M assachusetts the Prohibition Issue Is 
uppermost at present, and w ill continue to be 
so until the decision is rendered by the people 
next week. 
A remark by Hon. John Wana- 
maker in bis Sunday school a short tim e since 
caused Dem ocratic papers to start tile cry 
that the Republican party w as com m itted to 
Prohibition. 
But Mr. Wannruaker was not 
apjiealing to Republicans; lie w as only ex 
pressing his individual views to his Sunday 
school class. 
In Pennsylvania a majority of 
the Republican 'newspapers are advocating 
the present high license system in preference 
to Prohibition, w hile quite a large numlter of 
IVmoerats nre ranging them srlveson the side 
of Prohibition. 


But if it is not a party question in Pennsyl­ 
vania, much less can it be claim ed to lie in 
M assachusetts. T hus Senator Hoar has taken 
the stum p 
for Prohibition, 
w hile Judge 
Klieoezer R ockw ood Hoar, w ho was one of 
the original m embers of President Grant's 
Cabinet, is opposing it w itli equal earnest 
ness. 
Rev. E dw ard Everett Halt* is on the 
Prohibitionist side, and Rev. Phillips Brooks 
on the other. 
There is 
no disagreem ent 
am ong these* gentlem en concerning the neces 
«ity of restricting the liquor traffic-. 
A ll are 
alike looking for that w hich appears to them 
to promise lite beat results to society and die 
state. 
And it w ill hardly lie contended I hut 
the* course of Dr. lis le com m its the Itcpubli 
can party to Prohibition, or that Dr. Brooks 
is com m itting tile Dem ocratic party against 
it. 
Dr. Hale is in favor of Prohibition be­ 
cause lie believes that in a law abiding state 
like M assachusetts it cho lie made to probibit. 


Dr. Brooks is opposed to it because i* bas not 
proved of practical value in other states that 
have tried it, while high license is working 
satisfactory results wherever it has been en 
acted. 
Som e hypocrites and cranks w ill vote 
with Dr. Hale and Senator Hoar, and a good 
many bummers and dive-keepers will vote 
with Dr. Brooks and Judge Hoar. 
But it 
will hardly lie said o f die Judge and the lib­ 
eral preacher dial they are hypocrite* and 
c ranks, or o f the Judge anti the great reform 
preacher that they are bummers and dive 
keeper*.' 


Prohibition is not likely to win in Massa 
elm selts next week because the people, liav 
ing chosen a R epublican G overnor and Leg 
islature, are perm itted access to som ething 
that pleases die great majority better. 
But 
if prohibition were submitted to the people 
of New York next week it w ould lie carried 
by an overw helm ing m ajority because David 
B. H ill stands squarely in die way of re 
form ing our license system . 
W e are going to 
get Prohibition next year, not tieeause die 
Hepublican party prefer it, but because Mr. 
Hill cannot veto It.

ing it.

I From the Nexv-York Time*.I 
The First Senior Grand Wardell of the 
Grand Lodge of New-Yotk was J. Budholme 
Brownrigg [this was in 1781]; lie was an oili 
cor in Hic British Army, stationed here at that 
time, and, ns a curious coincidence, General 
Browuritrg, an officer in the British Army in 
Great Britain, and a grandson of New-York’* 
first Senior Grand Warden, is now Senior 
Grand Warden of the ptcaent Grand Lodge 
of England. 
Holier! Ii. Livingston, elected 
in 177ft. was for 16 consecutive years the 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New 
York and Chancellor of tile State of New 
York. 
Jacob Morton succeeded him in 1601, 
and was in turn succeeded by DcWitt C linton 
in 1806. 
The latter was well known, was 
Mayor of New York, Governor of the Stale 
anti famed as the projector of the Erie ( ’anal 
which was Ids cherished life work. 
DeWitt 
Clinton was Grand Muster for l l year*, mid 
finally gave way to Daniel D. Tompkins, af 
forward Governor of the State and \ ice-Pres­ 
ident of the United Slates. 
Stephen Vim 
Rensselaer, one of the old “ patroon*,” was 
Grand Master from 1825 to lnjjo, in which 
year he was succeeded by General Morgan 
Lewis, also a Governor of the State of New 
York. 
It was during I he period when Gen 
ernl Lewis was Grand Master that Hic ’Free 
Masons, as individual*. Iiecame still mon 
prominent in State politics, and, us a result, a 
biller feeling against Hie craft was excited
